The cabinet is 
scratched but the front panel is excellent. Gives bad readings on 
ohms ranges but otherwise seems to work okay. Original. As-is. No 
probes. Manual copy included. $12 

Hallicrafter SX-105 VHF mini-boatanchor covering 152-174mc. Cabinet 
size matches HT-18, S-53, etc. Paint style is smooth two-tone gray. 
This radio has one or two small blemishes but it really looks 
brand new. The exteriore sparkles and you can eat off of the 
chassis. The radio's only flaw is that the dial cord slips. Works 


but has hum in audio. Complete. All original. $49 
Shure "Cardiod Uniplex" microphone model 7808. This is a brushed 
stainless steel round mic with a wide face that has a circular 

grill pattern. A beautiful, unique mic--the only one of its 

kind I've ever seen. $130 

National HRO. This is a pre-war HRO that is a variation 5 (1939- 

1941) according to Moore. So this has both the S-meter with round 

bezel, crystal filter and black PW dial. There are 2 coils with this 

radio, both of dubious quality--one is 14-30mc and the other is not 

marked and has a single chart on the front instead of the 2 charts 
usually seen on pre-war HRO coils. This radio has no unoriginal holes 
but the cabinet has been repainted shiny black. Th original metal tag 
that was in the upper right hand corner is gone. No power supply or 
speaker. This is a desktop version--not a rackmount. It appears to be 
electrically all original and in nice shape. There's no rust and 
everything is as it should be. $135 

RCA WA-504A Sine/Square Wave Audio Generator. 0-20,000 cps in 4 ranges. 

Output level controlled 10v-.01v. Looks and works as though brand 

new. I have had this in my shack for 5 years. But I also have an HP 

200CD that I can't get rid of for sentimental reasons and another 

older RCA audio generator that I leke a lot. So this one has to go.

This group is a restorer's delight (at least, I hope that "delight" 

is the right word.

Military version of Hammarlund SP-200-LX built during 
WWII. Covers 100-400kc and 2.5-20mc. Has crystal filter and a mix of 
metal and glass tubes. This one has original light gray paint and 
looks very good. But the band change knob is wrong. Bottom cover 
missing. Dusty chassis but no coorosion or weathering. This looks 
like a nice radio. No unoriginal holes. Requires external RA-74, 

RA-84 ox RA-94 power supply (see below). $70 

BC-1004 receiver. Military version of Hammarlund SP-210-X built during 
WWII. Covers 540kc to 20mc. Has crystal filter and a mix of 
metal and glass tubes. This one has original medium gray paint and 
looks decent. But the meter is wrong, the bottom cover is missing 
and the chassis is very dirty with some pitting of the aluminum. 

The band change mechanism is stiff too. MFP-treated. This should be 
a good restoration project--it will clean up well. No unoriginal holes. 
Requires external RA-74, RA-84 or RA-94 power supply (see below). $50 

BC-779-? receiver. Military version of Hammarlund SP-200-? built during 
WWII. Covers 100-400kc and 2.5-20mc. Has crystal filter and a mix of 
metal and glass tubes. This one has original medium gray paint in good 
condition. But almost all the knobs are wrong, the meter is wrong and 
the bottom cover is missing. The chassis is very dirty and pitted. This 
radio looks okay but the lack of knobs is a problem. The meter that 
was used looks good but is not original. No unoriginal holes. Requires 


external RA-74, RA-84 or RA-94 power supply (see below). $35 

RA-74 rackmount power supply for the BC-779-x, BC-1004 and Hammarlund 
Super pro 2000's. Light gray paint weith some scratches. No unoriginal 
holes. Has the nomenclature tag. MFP-treated. Bottom-cover included. 
Rectifier tubes missing and chassis is very dirty. All original. 
Complete with cable to attach to radio and copy of TM-11-866-C1 ( 

TO 16-40 BC 779-5) which is the TM change that covers this variant of 
the supply in detail. $75 I will not sell this supply until the radios 
are sold.

Measurements 78B Standard Signal Generator. Well-built unit. Freq 
coverage is unknown since it has no direct frequency readout and 
the original conversion chart is missing. May be modified with 1/4" 
phone plug on front panel--I'm not sure if that is original or not. 
Output voltage control is unusual--a 1:"diameter metal cylinder about 
8" long slides out of the case--markings on the cylinder are 1-1000 
microvolts. Sliding the cylinder outward reduces the coupling to 
the oscillator--definitely different. Complete. Paint is okay but 
it has not aged well and the case has many small scrapes. $10 as-is. 

Tester: This is a brown bakelite box 6" x 8" with a leather handle. It 
has 2 meters: @-10vdc and 0-35 amps DC, and 2 rheostats marked 
25 ohms and 1/2 ohm. It has 7 binding posts for connecting up the 
tester. One of the binding post thumb nuts is missing. I think this 
is a 1920's-vintage automotive electrical tester. A very well built 
tester with no identifying marks on it except the meters were made 
by Hoyt and the rheostats were made by Carter. Very Nice. $12 

Military WS #19 Mark II "B" Set Antenna and mount. The antenna is a 
2 foot metal rod and the mount is a 2 foot long, 1.5" diameter 
tube with a rubber base. At the top of the tube there is supposed to 
be a rubber and metal fitting that the 2' rod screws into. That is 
missing from this set and some type of replacement would have to 
be fabricated to use this as it was intended. $9/all

Xtal controlled with or without a 
S-meter or BFO. Included were 2 stages of RF amp and 3 of IF amp. Power 
supply was self contained. "The IF channel has a wide band 
characteristic to allow for slight transmitter drift." 


The picture shows 6 bar knobs arranged in a line split by a center 
mounted s-meter, 6 toggle switches along the bottom edge, a pilot light 
in the lower right and a fuse holder in the lower left.

Ever since I was in broadcasting, speech processing has been one of my 
passions. Only after watching the modulation monitor on an AM station 
can one appreciate what a compressor and peak limiter can do. Those 
that operate vintage ham rigs are certainly missing the boat if you 
don't use something, at least to prevent overmodulation. 


My recent attempts to get the old Central Electronics 20-A fired up 
made me realize once again how valuable audio processing can be. 
The 20A has nothing at all in the way of overmodulation circuitry - 
not even ALC, and no decent way to incorporate it into the rig. 


Therefore, I was happy when I was the recent recipient of the Central 
Electronics GC-1 (Gated Compression Amplifier) available here on the list. 


I had asked if anyone had info on this unit, but no responses, so I guess 
not. I don't know how many mfrs made outboard processing equipment for 


ham use - what say on that subject? 


The GC-1 will definetly be modified. It only took an hour to trace the 
circuit. It has a high level input and a low impedance output which 
makes me thing this unit was perhaps intended to be used on the 

output of a receiver. 


Anyway, the GC-1 has lousy time constants - way too slow, both on the 
attack and release to be of value in transmitting. I also want to 

be able to plug a mic in it and feed the output into the mic input 

of the rig (the output is no problem). 


Do any of you use external speech equipment? Gee, I'd love to have 
a good old RCA 86-A1 limiter!

Greetings. 


For the LF / VLF fanciers on the list, there is an important event coming 
up in a few days. 


On 30 Sept. 1997, at 0300 UTC, the OMEGA global navigation system will 
permanently cease operations. Except for the abundant natural noise that 
abounds in that range, the radio spectrum around 10 KHz will become silent 
once again. 


OMEGA has been in operation since 1968, using phase synchronous, highly 
accurate, time and frequency multiplexed carriers generated by a worldwide 
network of eight stations to provide precise position fixes. The U. S. 
Coast Guard operates two of the stations (North Dakota and Hawaii) in 
conjunction with the rest of the network (Norway, Liberia, La Reunion, 
Argentina, Australia, and Japan). The signals were mostly used by maritime 
and aviation interests. 


OMEGA has been made obsolete by the widespread adoption of the GPS (US) and 
GLONASS (Russian) satellite based navigation systems. 


To VLF experimenters, the very high power OMEGA signals have been both a 
blessing and a curse; a blessing in that they provided convenient test 
signals in the 9.5 - 14 KHz range, and a curse in that they tended to 
interfere with the reception of natural radio phenomena (whistlers, dawn 
chorus, etc.). 


>From the professional navigator, I've noticed that OMEGA never got the odd 
affection that other other navigation systems, particularly LORAN, 
received; amazingly, there is an international LORAN enthusiasts 
association, but, to my knowledge, no OMEGA counterpart. 


I've heard that the old NBS station, WWVL, (multiple frequencies around 
20 KHz) was used as an R & D testbed for the OMEGA concept. 


I can't help but feel that the passing of OMEGA is the closing of a chapter 
in radio history that we should take note of, perhaps with a touch of 
sadness. 


On the other hand, just think of all the really interesting OMEGA receivers 
that will soon start showing up at hamfest for us to tinker with and part 
out! <grin>
